THE  SANITARIUM AT LAS VEGAS. 


Burro Riding Over Mountain Trails—A Para- 
dise in the Heart of the Rockies— 
Trout Springs Wonderland. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 
Las Vraas, N. M., May 2.—The Zuni In- 
dians founded the little town of Las Vegas 
Hot Springs, near here, long before the Ameri- 
can continent was discovered by Sebastian 
Cabot, or Christopher Columbus, or Amerigo 
Vespucci, or whoever really did discover it. 
The town of Las Vegas, proper,signifying ‘‘the 
meadows,” up quite mushroom- 
like after the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe railroad built through to Albu- 
querque, and constructed their little branch 
ruad over to the Hot Springs,several miles from 
Vegas. This town is lively enough, but not par- 
ticularly interesting—except when the tourist 
is hungry, the big “railway eating house’’ be- 
inghere. But atthe Hot Springs one might 
easily imagine he had been translated bodily 
into fairyland. The little hamlet snuggles close- 
down under the mountains where it is shel- 
tered from every storm. It has, therefore, a 
climate peculiarly its own, which serves as an 
attraction in addition to the wonderful hot 
springs which bubble up in fifty different 
places, and some of which smell like—well, the 
place that ‘‘Bob’’ Ingersoll says does not exist. 
Almost every southern state has its hot 
springs. and, in additiow to several places of 
this kind, Georgia has her own incomparable 
and unrivalled Hillman electric shaft, but 
when it comes to genuine cures Las Vegas can 
show up some pretty tall stories. Most of the 
cures are effected by the mud baths, which are 
a novel feature, The patient is plastered over 
from head to foot with extremely hot mud, 
made by mixing prairie loam with the hot min- 
eral water. The nose, mouth, eyes and ears 
are left uncovered. He is then placed in a 
tub of the mud and left there half an hour, 
after which his dirty coating is scraped off. 
A shower bath of the hot water fol- 
lows, then a plunge in a tank of it: 
after which comes the massage by a profes- 
sional; half an hour’s siesta—the patient, 
sleeping, wrapped in a sheet, in a room the 
temperature of which is about ninety-eight de- 
grees—and after this another rubbing. If 
rheumatism survives this treatment long the 
atient’s only hope for relief lies in suicide. 
The hot mud draws out pain wonderfully 
soon, and these mud baths are now taken by 
tourists, some of whom come from the remote 
ends of the earth—cripples when they arrive, 
but robust in health when they leave, thanks 
to this wonderful remedy of Dame Nature’s 
concoction. 
The hot springs came to be discovered in a 
very singular way. The buffaloes first found 
the spot, and came there every year to drink 
the water and to wallowin the warm mud. 
Roving Indians from the Zuni settlement at 
Santa Fe noticed the beaten trail made by the 
buffaloes and followed it to the springs. They 
drank of the iron water where it had cooled, 
and also of the sulphur and chalybeate. They 
found out its medicinal value and, as early as 
the middle of the fourteenth century, they be- 
gan bringing their aged and sick braves and 
squaws to lave and drink here. For two hun- 
dred years—until after the Spanish con- 
quest of Mexico and_ the settlement of 
the Spanish in this region—Las Vegas was 
the principal sanitarium of the Zunis. When 
the Catholic priests first learned of the cura- 
tive pewers of the hot springs they bottled 
some of the water and sent it by peon messen- 
gers, post haste, to the Spaniards in old Mex- 
ico, who were then suffering from the small- 
pox. So great was the faith of the Indians in 
the efficacy of this water as a cure-all that the 
priests were led totake this trouble. Whether 
the water, after its journey across the desert 
plains to the Mexican capital, effected a cure 
or not history does not record. 
After the buffaloes came the Zunis; after the 
Indians the priests and Spanish settlers, ana 
after them the United States soldiers,who made 
a ‘hospital camp” here as far back as1845, A 
few years later the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe railroad secured thespot. They laid 
out g@ beautiful park, with lovely lawns, trees, 
for¥fiains and flowers, and lighted it with hun- 
dreds of incandescent lamps, They builta 
hotel more elegantin its appointments than our 
own iamous ‘*Kimball,” and then they did 
the best thing of aill—secured the very finest 
cooks to be had for money, and a competent 
and experienced manager. The result capti- 
vates the traveler, and those who come for a 
day remain fora week, often for a month. 
Outside of New York there is no such service 
or cooking; indeed the very best in New York 
is not better. What an oasis in a dreary des- 
ert of railway eating houses between Kansas 
City and Los Angeles! 

The hotel dining room is a novelty in its 
way. The finish isin dead white and Gectria 
pine—brought here from Darien, down on the 
Georgia coast. The windows are of stained 
glass, the floor polished or waxed. In each 
and every window is a bower of vines and 
blooming flowers, wherein are hung scores of 
golden cages filled with canaries, who trill and 
carol the whole day through, flooding the 
house with their joyous melody. What can 
be pleasanter of a morning than to be awaken- 
ed by the clear and liquid trill of birds and the 
soft plashing of many fountains? “Everything 
is made to conduce toa feeling of perfect rest,’’ 
andin this the designers have succeeded be- 
‘ond their fondest expectations, for here, as 
in no other fashienable resort, may be found 
an isolation from care that must be born of the 
blue skies, the sunshine and the ever-blooming 
flowers. 

The electricity in the air astonishes visitors. 
The elevation of 6,860 feet above the sea tends 
to increase the electrical conductivity of every- 
thing in the house. People who move rapidly 
across the parlors, shuffling their feet never so 
lightly over the carpet, feel a decided shock on 
touching another person’s hands or garnfents. 
Sparks can be brought from the tips of one’s 
fingers with a very trifling exertion. This is 
thought to help rheumatic sufferers verv mate- 
rially, and to co-operate with the hot baths in 
effecting permanent cures. 
The one great dissipation atthe springs is 
burro riding to some of the high cliffs near by, 
from where magnificent views of the ‘‘mesas,”’ 
the distant Rockies and the glinting waters of 
the Gallinas may be obtained. It requires no 
special skill to ride a burro, although to 
do it with grace is somewhat  diffi- 
cult of achievement. The patient, sad-eyed, 
subdued-looking little creature is usually go 
small that a man, sitting astride him finds it 
somewhat uncomfortable to keep his feet from 
touching the ground. Thesmaller the burro 
the greater his capacity for carrying a load. It 
may seem absurd tothink of a man weighing 
two hundred and fifty pounds riding a burro 
that would scarcely “tip the scales’ at two 
hundred, and yet the thing is by no means im- 
possible—in fact it is hardly uncommon. Wo- 
men take to burro riding more naturally than 
men and they soon fall quite in love with the 
long-eared, fuzzy little brutes. 
Following a mountain trail on burrc-back is 
an experience not to be missed. The trail from 
the Phcnix}hotel to Trout Springs is one of the 
favorites. The distance, round tri , is twelve 
miles, and it takes precisely a day—twelve 
hours—to make it on a burro. You first climb 
a hill so steep that it seems almost incredible 
an animal thus loaded can ascendit. As 
you near the summit a throbbing of the 
temples, the purple faces of your compani 
the quick, short breathing of the beasts, Mi 
you that the elevation is close upon 8,000 feet. 
ow the trail leads down, this time along the 
edge of a deep, dark rayine, where a single 
misstep would land you three thousand feet 
low. The rocks here are precipitous, and 
beneath, in the little canyon, Sows the green 
Gallinas—in English, ‘‘Hen’’—river, seething 
and foaming over the stones and jagged rocks. 
Now, the trail goes up aga‘n, this time hi gher 
than before,until your head almost bursts with 
the suffusion of blood. 8,500 or 8,600 feet above 
sea level, Here you see the main ehain of the 
Rocky mountains, stretching away to the 
north. Starvation peak is just ahead there 
bare, treeless, snow-capped and grim, well 
named, indeed. Tothe left rises the crest of 
Hermit Peak ; ‘Old Baldy’ is farther to the right 
over toward Raton, while the Three Broth ers 
lie to the right. _A magnificent panorama this, 
perfectin all itscoloring.

A wall of 
of rock, almost perpendicular and at least 250 
feet high, abruptly closes the upper end of the 
canyon. There is no waterfall visible and yet 
the river, and quitea large one, too, comes 
babbling down the ravine. The problem soon 
solves itself. The rock iscovered with brilliant 
green moss and from a thousand tiny crevices 
sparkling cascades break forth, forming a mag- 
nificent crystal pool, at the base of the 
rock, wherein myciads of mount.in trout— 
speckled beauties all mottled with red and 
gold—dart rapidly about and strive to hide be- 
neath the pebbles, leaping now and then to 
seize some unwary insect that has ventured 
tco near the limpid pcol. When Moses smote 
the desert rock at Horeb, and the waters gush- 
ed forth at his command to cool the parched 
and burning throats of the children of Israel, 
there was formed the only fountain similar to 
this which history, sacred or profane, records. 
Life at Las Vegas springs is, at best,a ‘dolce 
far niente’’kind of existence, just what the con- 
valescent or the invalid needs. Music, drives, 
walks, burro-rides, the baths, these comprise 
the pleasures of life, and yet the hours seem to 
fly on golden wings, and ‘‘leaving-time’’ comes 
al] too quickly. This little corner of the world 
seems so shut out from the great hurly-burly 
that itis witha feeling strangely akin to_re- 
gret one emerges from this semi-isolation into 
the hurry and skurry of life.

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PRINTERS’ MISTAKES.

“Anything wrong ?’’ asked one of his associ- 
ates who had been too busy to peruse the morn- 
ing paper. 

Have you read 
my ‘leader’ on ‘‘The Situation in France?”

The cause for the managin#editor’s indigna- 
tion was just, and it was about as follows: 

He had taken extra pains to prepare an ed- 
itorial on ‘‘The situation in France,”’ and had 
occasion to write ‘when Louis Phillipe ascend- 
ed the throne of France.”’ * 

The intelligent compositol set in type ‘‘when 
Sam Phillipps absconded, the thieves, of 
France.’’ 

When the editor saw the proof he he ~vas too 
full for utterance, and with a dash of the pen 
he wrote on the margin ‘‘'Who the hell is 
Sam Phillips?’ never dreaming but what 
the printer would accept the rebuke and see 
copy and set it as the editor had written. 
he printer failed to see any rebuke in the 
matter, but on the contrary seemed elated over 
his skill in having set a half column from the 
editor’s handwrite with only one ‘‘out,’’ as he 
took the words on the margin to mean. 
The compositor soon had the matter run 
over, and the addition of ‘‘who the hell isSam 
Phillips’ met, the eyes of the astonished and 
indignant editor in the morning paper. 
The general public cannot be made to un- 
derstand how easy it is for a blunder to appear 
in their morning’s paper. 
The copy is sent tothe foreman’s desk, who 
arranges and cuts into ‘‘takes’’—little pieces 
from an inch to inch and a half—then it is put 
upon a hook and the printer gets it from there, 
A man may get a dozen lines from the middle 
of an article that has no connection to begin 
orend. It is numbered ‘‘1 B,’’ ‘2 B,”’ ete., or 
“1 A,” “2A,” etc. The printers understand 
these marks and|put their type on the ‘‘galieys’’ 
accordingly. Everthing is thus kept ‘‘closed 
up,”’ andis unavoidable in a large office, but 
accounts for a great many errors that appear 
from day to day. Ifa printer loses time in 
decipering bad copy he loses money, and con- 
sequently he sets things up just as it strikes 
hiseye and trusts to the proof-reader for the 
balance. 
There is no malicious intent in the errors of 
the compositor. Sometimes he inay perpetrate 
a joke upon some fellow who writes an extra- 
ordinary bad hand, asin the instance of the 
Rev. Leftwitch’s papers, in the Block contro- 
versy, a line of comas, periods, etc., were set 
up, at the bottom of the column, with instruc- 
tions for the reader to put them just where he 
pleased. 
The most careful man I ever knew had the 
line, ‘‘Nearer my God to Thee,” appear in 
print as ‘‘Nearer my Girl to Thee.”’ 
Thesame man had ‘a man found dead in 
the cellar of a house,” appear in the paperas 
‘found dead in the collar of a horse.’’ 
Such errors seem ridiculous, but they are 
the consequence of bad copy and haste, and 
his shonld inspire those who are disposed to be 

reless in their writing to be careful. The 
general reader cannot imagine how many per- 
sons send important letters, that call for an- 
swers, into a large printing office with 
omissions that makes it impossible for 
them to receive attention. <A public that is so 
careless in matters of material interest to 
themselves are oftener careless of the interest 
of the ‘‘intelligent compositor.”’ 
Ben Hill was the printer’s friend among 
publicmen. His copy was clear and smooth 
and he never made achange. On the other 
hand Mr. Stephens was reckless, and there 
could not be found one man outof ten that 
could read his hand at all, Senator Brown 
furnishes tolerable copy butis bad on the 
change. Toombs was reckless and played 
havoc with the printer’s ‘‘string.’”’ 
Of professional newspaper men, the Rev. 
Sam Small beats the world in the preparation 
of copy, while the brilliant Grady will havean 
eloquent flourish of a temperance article, 
‘with threadbare coat and hectic flush,’’ go in 
as ‘with threadbone coat and nectie flush.” 
AS an illustration of the hand- 
write of the latter gentleman, I am 
told that upon one occasion he 
wrote one of his assistants in the office a se- 
vere reprimand for some neglect of duty, and 
the individual turned it to advantage by using 
it as a letter of recommendation. 
Occasionally is met one of these bad writers 
who dislike to be told aboutit. This was so 
with the late Comptroller Peterson Thweatt. 
He had to pay extra composition for his job 
work, and he was sensitive on the question. 
On one occasion, I remember, a inter, in a 
spirit of fun, set up in type and slipped into 
some matter that was being proved for him to 
read, the following lines of doggerel: 

Look down, ye Gods, and take one sight 

Of the cursed hand this man doth write, 

And you will grant us what we seck— 

A deliverance from Comptroller Thweatt, 

We would not have you kil! him yet— 

Until he doth forgiveness get— 

But by some supernatural freak, 

Deliver us from Comptroller Thweatt, 
The old gentleman always carried a large 
walking cane and that printer was alway care- 
ful to not get in reach of the same.

After all, however, 
it had been anticipated vy the decision of our 
Own supreme court, in which Judge Bleckley 
had made use of the epigram, destined 
to be one of the law's immortal treas 
ures, that prohibition did not raise ‘a 
question of taking the liquor dealers’ private 
property for public use, but of whether the 
liquor dealers should take the public for their 
use.”’ The dissent of judges in the 
decision in the lowa case merely 
shows that it.involved a close question 
of law; and the majority of the bench estab- 
lished the principle which has at once taught 
prohibitionists that all hope of making pro- 
hibition effective through separate state action 
is an idle dream: and that in some 
form national law must come to the 
aid and support the action by the states. This 
has brought the question of prohibition imme- 
diately to the front as a national issue. It has 
given the Georgia prohibitionists just as much 
stake in closing the great distilleries in Peoria 
and the great breweries of Milwaukee as the 
prohibitionists of Illinois and Wisconsin. It 
has raised the first question that has come to 
the front since the war in which the people 
of allsections have a common, an equal and 
an unsectional interest. 

I wish here to say, to prevent misconception, 
that prohibition does not propose to stop the 
manufacture, importation, exportation, or sale 
of whisky, wine or beer. ~-Prohibitory laws 
(with afew exceptions) recognize the legiti- 
mate uses of these articles ;but these laws have 
for their sole aim the breaking up of the license 
system under which there have been establish- 
ed, with almost infinite expansion, drinking 
places which make a business of creating a 
patronage of drunkards ; which 
thrive upon the weaknesses and 
sufferings of our fellow men; which tax 
the sober pertion of the community by the re- 
sults of their business, and which have every- 
where usurped political control. These things 
have gone on so long that they have produced 
diseased, abnormal and bloated conditions 
against which prohibition has tremendous 
difficulties in making its way, and on account 
of which it is necessary to guard all trafiic in 
whisky with extreme restrainsts. But as soon 
as these conditions, for which the liquor trattic 
is responsible, disappear, prohibition will be 
nothing more than the prevention of the public 
evils of dramshops. 

THE TARIFF QUESTION 

is now bidding for a monopoly of newspap2r at- 
tention, and threatens, like Aaron’s rod, to 
swalloweverything else. But the question of 
prohibition dwarfs it both in the magnitude of 
financial amounts at stake and in the import of 
the larger interests involved. The tariff, be it 
ever so important, is but a transient question 
of economic policy. Prohibition involves is- 
sues over which Heaven and hell are 
intent and the result of which will 
abide all down the dateless calendar of time. 
But, for one, I am not sorry that the tariff 
issue has become so big a question ; for you 
only have to scratch it pin deep and you find 
the bigger question of the liquor problem 
bursting through it. The burglar-tempting 
surplus in the ogy | is made up from two 
sources—the tariff duties on foreign imports 
and the internal revenue tax on whisky and 
tobacco. If the latter was out of the 
way, there would be no _ surplus to 
vause people to lay awake o’nights; and hence 
the question is squarely before the people 
whether the federal government shall be sup- 
ported on whisky or on the tariff revenues. 
Politics is the seience of surprises; and lo! in 
this situation we find the great Whisky Trust 
—the most gigantic monopoly the commercial 
world, in either hemisphere, has ever seen; we

How 
Sines it must make them feel when they con- 
sider what a boon totheir co.ntry their utter 
annihilation will be! 

THE GREAT “‘UNNECESSARY.’’ 

The discussion of the tariff has necessarily 
forced a comparison between the subjects of 
internal.revenue and the subject of tariff tax- 
ation—and this comparison has been to the 
prohibitionists odorous as a -sweet-simell- 
ing savor.

The hardest trial to which patience ean be 
putisin hearing the thread pathos of 
that worn-out pastoral, “Don't take proliibi- 
tion into polities.” There is jast the same 
amount of sense in it-as if when the federal 
armies had massed tiemselves in Virginia, 
soul confederate weakling had said: “We must 


conquer, but it will never do to go into Vir-4 


ginia.” If your enemy is encamped and forti- 
fied in a Stronghold which commands the en- 
tire situation, and you say you are going to let 
him keep it unmolested, you simply surrender 
in advance of any fehe. If tlie liquor traftic 
has enirenched itself in law and politics, it 
Anust either be routed therefrom, or else the’ 
Whole cam paign must be ingloriously abandon- 
od. By politics, I do not now mean party 
politics. 

Archbishop Ireland says: “Behold the cul- 
mination of the evil! This liquor traftic, con- 
sciously spreading intemperance, defying law, 
human and divine, has fastened itself upon 
the politics of the land and, vulture-like, holds 
in its talons, quivering for very life, the noble 
republic. Alcohol is king, making and unmak- 
ing laws, enforcing or annulling them at will.”’ 

The truth of these strong and startling utter- 
ances maybe tested .by looking either at na-. 
tional], state or municipagovernment. 

THE INTERNAL REVENUE SYSTEM. 

Turning to the first of these, what do we 
see? We behold the nation united in partner- 
ship on a national scale with the liquor traffic. 
Union of church and state is forbidden. Union 
of saloon and state is enacted by the congress. 
The internal revenue system is the might 
fortress of the army of barrooms. Prohibi- 
tionists are demanding the abolition of this 
unholy alliance. 

Iam well aware that sucha demand raises 
the false cry that prohibitionists would there- 
by favor free whisky or cheap whisky ; but this 
statement is as senseless as would be the oppo- 
site statement that the whisky trust prefers the 
tax becausethe ringhas been seized witha 
spasm Of virtue and is attempting to promote 
the temperance reform! 

Stonewall Jackson’s fighting maxim was 
“Find out what your enemy wants and don’t 
give itto him.’’ Where your enemy is so 
shrewd as to be certainly capable of seeing what 
makes for his advantage, it isa pretty safe rule 
to oppose him. I freely admit that the subject 
is two-sided ; that there may be some localities 
where temporarily the repeal of the system 
might be detrimental, but certain itis that the 
leaders of prohibition thought—those whose 
lives are givento the movement and who 
traverse and survey the whole field—favor its 
ao Their authority is not without 
Weight. 

i shall attempt a brief statement of the rea- 
sons Why many prohibitionists oppose the in- 
ternal revenue system. 

1. The first reason will be anticipated—the 
moral reason. This has never been better 
stated than in the recent address of the bishops 
of the Methodist church—“‘The liquor tratfic 
cannot be legalized without sin.’’ 

2. The internal revenue system gives to thé 
liquor traffic national recognition and legal sta- 
tus. Prolibitionists aim at nothing less than the 
total overthrow of the barroom = iin 
this whole nation. They believe that 
the manufacture and sale of _§ intoxi- 
cating liquorsshould be confined to mechanical] 
and medicinal purposes and to legitimate uses 
in the homes of the land. If so confined, the 
tax on the same ought not to boa high or re- 
strictive. Produced and sold for those pur- 
poses, the article should be cheap. But so far 
as the internal revenue system puts the govern- 
ment flag and the government roof over the 
fountains whence the streams flow out into the 
myriad barrooms of the land, prohibitionists 
cannot consistently demand less than the total 
repeal of the law which gives it a government 
connection and legal security. 

3. The internal revenue system is the basis 
of the whisky trust—the mammoth monopoly 
of this country, which enables the syndicate 
that controls the production of liquors to reap 
enormous profits,a good part of which they 
spend in maintaining a congressional lobby, 
subsidizing the press, corrupting legislation 
and fighting prohibition. 

Senator Brown, in advocating the repeal of. 
the tax, said:~ . 

This isa monopoly, the grandest monopoly on 
this continent, one where vast operations are con- 
ducted, and one of vast profits to those engaged. Is 
ita protected monopoly? AsI[ have already shown, 
it is protected against all foreign whisky, no matter 
by what nation madeor sold, by a tariff of $2 a 
gation, which is a very handsome profit. 

Now, naturally, prohibitionists would rejoice 
to bring all that to an end. 

4. The internalrevenue system gives to the 
liquor traffic the cohesion and — of a na- 
tional organization which prohibitionists 
would be glad to ‘divide and pos eral Wash- 
ington is the headquarters; and there they 
maintain a newspaper and a salaried ‘‘attor- 
ney,’ Mr. Louis Schade. Look at some 
of his work. Seven times the senate has 

assed a Dill creating a commission to 
investigate and report upon the liquor traffic 
and its relation to public welfare. But Mr. 
Schade knows that if the light is ever fully let 
in upon his clients, their occupation as well as 
his will soon be gone. And so he has managed 
every time to defeat in the house this measure 
which really provides for nothing more serious 
than gathering information. Not only that, 
but in 1885 he sent out the names of every con- 
gressman who voted for the measure to his 
henchmen in the respective districts, and had 
every one of them defeated for re-election. 
The infamy of this is only equalled by his ef- 
frontery in publishing the fact and taking 
great lacs to himseif for the achievment. 

While congress is thus bulldozed, the states 
are also under the nurture of this tender and 
solicitous trust. 

Tae New York Times, commenting on his report 
in 1383, said: ‘‘Mr. Schade. whoisa familiar figure 
in the corridors of the national capitol, reported to 
hisemployers that he had made it his business, 
whenever a state legislature was about to pass pro- 
hioitory amendments, ‘to see’ the senators and repre- 
sentatives from that state and induce them, if possi- 
ble, to interfere in behalf of the brewers’ interets. 

Reports of the convention's roceedings | do not 
show that the brewers wereshocked by Mr. Sciuade’s 
description of his labors.” : 

5. Lhe receipt o: esvenue from the liquor traf- 
fic gives it a plea that it bears public burdens; 
and thus ch!oroforms the public conscionce. It 
is true that while it pays ninety millions an- 
nually itcosts 900 millions; but there are some 
people who look at this like General Toombs 
did at his oat crop. The goneral was only an 
amateur farmer. He bought @ome fine oats 
for $50 and sold the crop for $250. But he 
spent $1,000 for labor and guano to make the 
crop. .Somebody mentioned this. Well, 
sai he: “Any how, I made on 
the oats.” So there are some people 
who look at the 90 millions we get from the 
traffic, and don’t look at the 900 millions in 
taxation and damage the ninety millions cost.

And the self- 
preserving instinct of Georgia citizenship in 
other counties would tind no difliculty in pre- 
venting so grave a calamity. They, too, m ght 
be led to adopt, geckiaition as the best remedy 
gainst such a danger. 
Wenn, Maine, lowa, Rbode Island, Ver- 
montand New Hampshire alread prohibit 
the manufacture of intoxicanta, They would 
not be affected by the repeal of the internal 
revenue tax.

The Unmarked Spot Where John Tyler’s 
Remains are Buried. 


Eprrors Constirution: The subject of this 
letter may not be said to be a cheerful one, yet 
it may interest and instruct some of your 
readers. 

Hollywood cemetery is beautifully sitnated 
on the range of hills above Richmond, over- 
looking the historic James. It has been 
twenty-five years since I last saw it. Since 
then many accessions have been made to its 
members, both from civic and military walks 
of life. Some of Virginia’s most distinguished 
sons—men who once filled the highest office in 
the gift of the nation—governers, military 
chieftains, dignitaries of the church, find 
sepulture here. 

JAMES MONROK. 

In 1858, amid ‘“‘great ceremony and pomp,” 
the remains of Ex-President Monroe were 
brought from New York city, where he died 
in 1831, and placed in Hollywood. His grave 
is marked by an inexpensive monument, bear- 
ing appropriate inscription. 

In the life of James 
a fine illustration and 
civilization as it was in that period of 
the country’s history. Descended from Cava- 
lier stock—liberally educated, served in the 
war of the revolution, instructed in the law by 
Jefferson, served as legislator and in both 
houses of congress, representative of his goy- 
ernment at the court of France, served two 
terms as president of the United States, he 
left a great impress on the history of the 
country and on the times in which he lived. 
Madison said of him that ‘‘the country never 
appreciated the robust understanding of Mcn- 
roe.”’ On the completion of his second term 
as president he retired to Oak Hill, his country 
seat, in Loudon county, Va., where, within 
a short time, his wife was takenfrom him _ by 
death. Broken down in spirit over this event, 
and greatly harrassed by debt-withal he went 
to reside with his son-in-law, Samuel L. 
Gouveneur, of New York, where he remained 
until his death. 

JOHN TYLER. 

the tenth president of the United States, was 
buried 1n this cemetery, and his body still re- 
poses in an unmarked grave. The principle 
reason for this neglect on the part of the nation 
is doubtless to be found in the fact that Mr. 
Tyler was at the time of his death, in 1862, a 
member of the confederate congress. 

Rather a singular train of coincidences at- 
tended the induction of Mr. Tyler into 
various offices. Three times he was called to 
fill vacancies occasioned by death. First, he 
was elected governor; second, he was 
elected tothe lower house of congress, and 
third, he was called to the chief magistracy of 
the nation, made vacant by the death of Wil- 
liam H. Harrison, one month after the latier’s 
inauguration. 

Mr. Tyler may be said to have been a typical 
southern democrat of histime. He opposed 
internal improvements by the general govern- 
ment, the United States bank, the. protective 
policy, and a)] restrictions on slavery. As a 
senator in congress, in 1852, he made a three- 
days’ speech against Mr. Clay’s bill, in which 
he took position against‘‘a tariff for protection, 
but advocated one for revenue, with incidental 
protection to home industry.”’ 

His official term as president was character- 
ized by the passage by congress of several 
measures highly favored by him. Among 
which may be mentioned the national bank- 
rupt law of 1841, and the joint resolution of 
congress providing for the annexation of 
Texas. He had a stormy experience with his 
ofticial household. His veto of the United 
States bank bill caused great dissatisfaction 
among the whigs and he was the object of 
much animadversion. On account of his 
course in this matter every member of his cab- 
inet resigned except Daniel Webster. In 1543, 
Mr. Tyler reorganized his cabinet. Two of the 
new appointees, Mr. Upsher, secretary of state 
and Mr. Gilmer, secretary of navy, both from 
Virginia, met a tragic death caused by the 
bursting of agunon the steamer Princeton, 
February 28th, 1844. Our distinguished fellow 
citizen, Hon. Henry W. Hilliard entered the 
deplomatic service under President Tyler in 
1841 having been appointed minister to 
Belginm. 

It may be truthfully recorded that as a 
leader of a political party he lacked the essen- 
tial elements of success, but on the other hand 
not even an enemy has everimpugned his hon- 
esty or called in question the conscientious 
rectitude of his official conduct. He wasa 
man of splendid ability and broad cul- 
ture. His domestic life at the white 
house was said to have been 
distinguished for its simplicity, dignity and 
elegance. His official life began in 1809 and 
he rose by successive gradations from a seat in 
the Virginia house of delegates to the office of 
president of the United States. 

It is a shame that his body should lie buried 
in an unmarked grave, the very identity and 
location of which will soon be but a tradition. 
Here is an opportunity for ne to come to 
the rescue of the nation’s pride from this im- 
putation of neglect. 

LIEUTENANT-GENERAL A. P. HILL. 

On Riverside avenue lies the body of this 
gallant and trusted officer, with no distin- 
guishing mark save that his name is 
moulded in a_ block of composition 
stone placed at the head of the grave. No offi- 
cer, on eitherside of the great struggle: won 
more imperishable fame than he. His four 
years of arduous service and loyalty to soldier- 
iy duty, form one of the brightest chapters in 
the martial history of our common country. 

An association has been formed of which, 
Colonel Palmer, formerly of General Hill’s 
staff, is president, to raise funds with which to 
erect a monument to his memory. 

CONFEDERATE MONUMENT. 

The most interesting spot in Hollywood is 
the place where the confederate dead are bur- 
ied. About 15,000 of these in which may be 
included about 1,500 from our own state, rest 
here. There is no visible name or other indi- 
cia to identify the graves. The officers of 
the cemetery have a record and diagram, I am 
informed, by which they can locate the grave 
and name of each soldier buried here. 

The style of the monument is both unique 
and impressive. Itis about fifty feet square 
atthe base and ninety feet high at point 
of summit. As I first held it from 
an elevation in the cemetery proper, 
that huge gray pile filled me with sol- 
emn awe. It was“‘grandand gloomy.” Fit 
emblem of defeat and a lost cause. Instead of 
a high! polished, towering shaft 
with gaudy triumphal emblems suggestive 
of victory, let it be rather as it 
js, the plain unpretentious, thou h 
substantial offering, of @ poor people, 
who, in their poverty and prostrate condition, 
could erect no better. The earth yielded the 
stone, and willing hands quarried them and 
laid them up one on another until they formed 
a pile as lasting as the pyramids of Egypt; as 
the great heap of stones gathered at Galeed 
was a witness of the covenant of friendship be- 
tween Jacob and Laan, so these stones shall 
stand as a lasting memorial of the valor and 
the unselfish devotion of the men whom they 
serve to commemorate, and the mute pathos of 
this rude monument will ever speak of the 
dauntiess heroism of the silent tenants who 
sleep beneath, Nps words far more eloquently 
than pen coul rtray. 

I naticed in ae of the Richmond papers @ 
statement that while the graves of our dead 
were decorated with flowers on memorial day, 
the grave of ‘‘poor Lillian Madison was not for- 
gotten.” The spirit which prompted that little 
act of remembrance of one whose life went out 
veiled in tragic mystery does far more credit 
to the civilization of the age and _ the blessed 
religion as taught by the lowly Nazarine, than 
does the magnificent column on which are 
emblazoned the virtues of the so-called good 
and noble. This suggested somewhat asimilar 
incident Thich passed under my observation. 
A few years ago was walking in 
Trinity ‘churchyard, New York, and I 
notiden a plain slab, placed flat on the ground, 
on which was inscribed the name ‘Charlotte 

of this poor girl’s self- 
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flowers, placed there b ten 
than one hundred and “4 seam ance 
the drama was enacted, in which she was 
the chief actress.

Some Gossip About Books, Magazines and 
Authors, 


I ty — ee of The Century opens 
ve con of Mr. Kennan’s illustrate! articles, 

Sis one being on “Plains and Prisons of Westein 
biberia.” The frontispiece of the magazine shows 
an exile party on 2 muddy road near Tiumen. The 
subjects treated by Mr. Kennan are “Siberia’s Enor- 
mous Territory,”’ “‘Varicties of Climate,” “A Farm- 
ing Region,” “Flowers and Mosquitoes,” “The 
Forw arding Prison,” “The Hospital Wards,” ‘The 
W omen’s Prison,’’ “An Exile Mareling Party,” 

The Convict Barge,” ete. There is nothing more 
astonishing in this article than Mr. Kennan’s ac- 
count of the hospital wards. He says: “At last, 
having finished our inspection of the main building, 
we came out into the prison yard, where 1 drew a 
long, deep breath of pure air, with the delicious 
fense of relief that a half-drowned man musi feel 
when he comes to the surface of the water.” 

The Lincoln History in this number contains 
chapters «n “The Advance,” “Bull Run,” “Fre- 
mont,’ and ‘Military Emancipation.”” A striking 
point in this installment is the account of Lincoln’s 
reception of the news of Bull Run. In connection 
with the Bull Run defeat, tne authors say that “War 
and politics, campaigns and state-cratt, are Siamese 
twins, insepaiable and interdependent; and to talk 
of military operations without the direction and in- 
ter’erence of an administration isas absurd as to 
plan a campaign without recruits, pay, or rations,” 
The authors give a remarkable letter written by 
Horace Greeley after the batile, before the battle 
Mr. Greely having urged that the armies should be 
ordered ‘Forward to Richmond! Forward to Rich- 
mond!” In this letter, dated July 20th, midnight, 
Mr. Greeley says to Mr. Lincoln: ‘You are not con- 
sidcred a great man, andlama hopelessly broken 
one.”’ - He thereupon urges the president to give up 
the war immediately if he (the president) should 
conclude that the rebels “cannot be beaten,” Ane 
other point of great interest in this installment is 
Lhe inside view of the relations between President 
Lincoln and General Fremont. The authors publish 
the record, made by one of them at the time, of Mr, 
Lincoln's statements concerning the Blairs and Fre- 
mout, given in a confidential evening conversation 
with a few friends at the white house. 

The last of the present series of illustrated western 
articles by Mr. Rooseve’t is entitled ‘"The Ranch- 
man's Rifleon Crag and Pairie.” This, like the 
other articles, is accompanied by Remington’s 
graphic sketches of western scenes. 

Another illustrated article is written by Mr. Theo- 
dore D. Vinne, printer of the Century, and is en- 
titled ‘A Printer’s Paradise: The Plantin-Moretus 
Museum at Antwerp.” yThis delightful piece of well- 
preserved antiquity is thoroughly depicted, not only 
by the letterpress, but by meansof Mr. Pennell’s 
illustrations, 

Mr. Burrough’s appreciative article. on ““Matthew 
Arnold’s Critictsm,” it seems, had been sent to the 
printer for the June Century, before Mr. Arnold’s 
death. Inthe same number Mrs. van Rensselaer 
points out some of the errors into which Mr, Arnold 
fell in discussing American art. 

Professor Atwater’s food article this month dis- 
cusses the question “What We Should Eat.”

European Diet,” ‘‘Food and Wages,” 
and ‘Reasons for Mixed Diet,” ete. His paper is ac- 
companied by portraits of von Liebig, Bernard,

The fiction of the number, includes some interest- 
ing chapters of Dr. Eggleston’s novel, ‘‘The Gray- 
sons,” accompanied by a picture by Miss Eggleston, 
wherein is dep‘cted the young lawyer, Abraham 
Lincoln. The concluding portion of Henry James’s 
‘The Liar’ is given; with two short stories ‘Seli- 
na’s Singular Marriage,’’ by Grace Denio Litchfield, 
and a love story, “By Telephone,’”’ by Brander Mat- 
thews, A biographical paper is devoted by Mrs, 
Herrick to Colonel Richard Malcolm Johnston, the 
southern ‘story writer. A portrait of Colonel John- 
ston accompanies the article. 

In this number there is another article by Mr. 
Cheney on bird songs; there is also a group of poems 
entitled ‘Kansas Bird-Songs,”’ by Miss Amanda T. 
Jones. There are poems also by Charles Edwin 
Markham, Louise Chandler Moulton, Julian Haw- 
thorne, Francis Louisa Bushnell, Charles G. D. 
Roberts, Thomas Wentworth Higginson, Mrs, Annie 
Fields, and Philip Bourke Marston. 

The ‘Topics of the Time’’ are “Reform in our 
Legislative Methods,” “The American Flag for 
America,” and “Art Revival in American Coinage.”’ 
The “Open Letters’ have to do with educational 
aud other subjects. The Century has of late been 
constantly dealing with educational subjects. 

News and Notes. 

Colonel Higginson has written for “Harper’s 
Bazar some recollections of the daughter of Gilbert 
Stuart—the Jane Stuart who died in Newport the 
other day. 

“The Reproach of Annesley,’ the new novel by 
Maxwell Gray, the author of ‘The Silence of Dean 
Maitland,” will make its first appearance, as a serial, 
in the July number of Murray’s Magazine. 

Mr. Robert Browning is said to have lately gone 
through the whole of his translation from the Greek 
with their originals, revising them in accordance 
with the latest criticism. 

Tolstoi’s presently forthcoming work is entitled 
‘“‘Power and Liberty,” being an essay on the law of 
necesssity in history, and a sequel to his “‘Naroleon 
and the Russian Campaign.” T. Y. Crowell & Co. 
will publish it, as they do all of Tolstoi’s books. 

Mr. Lawrence Oliphant is seeing through the 
press a serious work upon which he has long been 
engaged, and whieh is entitled ‘‘Scientific Religion, 
or Higher Possibilities of Life and Practice Through 
the Operation of Natural Forces.” 

The five yolumes of the new edition of Ruskin’s 
‘‘Modern Painters’’ are promised for October or 
November of this year. Besides the original illus- 
trations, the edition will contain three others which 
have not yet been published. 

An appreciative friend of Mr. Andrew Lang has 
collected enough of his literary contributions to the 
editorial columns of the London Daily News to 
make a volume, which will appear shortly under 
the title ‘‘Lost Leaders.” 

Concerning the weeping of authors over their own 
pathos, Wilkie Collins says: “I entirely agree with 
Mr. Walter B:sant—no moving situation was ever 
yetdepicted the writing of which did not cost the 
author anguish and tears.” 

The new historical novel upon which Mr, Bynner 
is engaged, theugh not so romantic, promises to be 
even more picturesque and dramatic than ‘Agnes 
Surriage.”” The author has made the same thorough 
and exhaustive collection of materiais for the work. 

Early in June, Mr. L. D, Hamilton, a Boston law- 
yer, will publish, through Cupples & Hurd, a scien- 
tific work called ‘‘All Matter Tends to Rotation.” 
The author maintains that he has discovered noth- 
ing less than what electricity is aud what is the 
force of gravitation. 

Dr, Bradley, ot Westminster Abbey, is now engaged 
on the biography of the late Dean Stanley. It was 
the original plan that the late Theodore Wabrond 
should write the work, and at the time of his death 
he had collected a vast mass of material for the pur- 
pose. . 

“Miss Frances Merley” is the title of a novel by 
John Elliott Curran which Cupples & Hurd are 
about to publish. They will also bring out a Cape 
Cod story, ‘The Autobiography of a New England 
Farm-house,”’ 

The Atheneum hears that Mr. Ruskin’s poems, 
some of which appeared in ‘‘Friendship’s Offering” 
more than a half century ago, under the pseudonym 
“J, R., Christ Church, Oxford,”’ will presently be 
reprinted in permanent form, including, also, his 
later efforts. ; 

Mr. Robert Grant will publish in a couple of 
weeks qnother stirring boys’ story called ‘Jack in 
the Bush,” in which several of the characters in 
“Jack Hall” will be reproduced. The sale of ‘Jack 
Hall’ has already reached no less than 15,000 cop-es, 
and the publishers predict even a greater demand 
for the book during the coming year. 

Mr. James Whitcomb Riley is mentioned as one 
of the most painstaking writers, going over and 
over his verses until they sing to suit him. He de- 
clares that a man has no right to impose on the 
public a verse that doesn’t suit himself—wherein 
Mr, Riley is, for s poet, unusually and remarkably 
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entitled “A Modern Brigand.” 
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Herbert of Cherburgh, the next volume of the Cam- 
elet series will be Walt Whitman’s “Democratic 
Vistas,” with ashort preface addressed mainly to 
Engl-eh readers, Among the papers in this volume 
are “‘My Book and I,” “A Thought on Shakspeare,”’ 
“A Word About Tennyson,” ‘‘Rovert Burns,” and 
“British Literature,” 

Canon Ainger has in contemplation an enlarged 
edition of the life of Charles Lamb, which he wrote 
a :@w years ago for the English Men of Letters 
Series, and which is one of the most important vol- 
um<8 in that excellent series. His purpose now is 
to prepare a vo‘ume which, in size and complete- 
ness, Sbali rank with the edition he has prepared of 
the varions works of Lamb. 

Mrs. Mackenzie, sister of the late Sir Edwin 
Landseer, 18 the owner of a portrait of Dickens, 
which is believed to be the earliest in ex'stence. It 
is « Miniature on ivory, and represents him at the 
age of 8, when a short-band writer. It isdescribed 
as showing the full face, with a slight smile on the 
mouth, to which Charley’s later description, of “a 
large, protrusive, rather loose mouth,” could prop- 
erly be applied.

Mr. Eilmund Gosse is the happy possessor of a 
pamphlet containing a hitherto unknown poem by 
Matthew Arnold, the first piece of verse, no doubt, 
which he ever printed. It is the Rugby prize poem 


on- the Spencerian; manner, Byronic. Its authen- 
ticity is beyond dispute, Mr. Arnold having ad- 
mitted it, and stated hisopinion that ‘Alaric’’ is 
better than his Oxford prize poem, “Cromwell.” 

A representative of Sampson Low & Co. is quoted 
as saying to an English journalist that the firm has 
been sadly disappointed at the reception of the 
“Great Cryptogram,”’ that they have not yet disposed 
of the first edition, and that, in the terminology of 
‘*the trade,” the book is a *‘fros’.’”’ At the great cir- 
culating libraries it is but little in demand, and 
whilst a few ask fcr the first volume, very few in- 
deed ask for the second. 

The fourth part of Dr. Murray’s ‘‘New English 
Dictionary” is about ready for issue in London, It 
will comprise two sections, section 1 containing the 
remainder of the letter B (Bra-Byz) and the title 
page, preface, etc., to volume I, and section 2 the 
opening portion of the letter C, extending to Cass,

county Durham. Mrs. Althaie, my second sister, 
was born in London. The rest of us were born in 
Herefordshire, I am the sixth, and, as you may 
suppose, know nothing of Coxheath, 1 am not even 
quite sure I am right in thename. I fancy my 
father was tonly he tenant, He married when he 
was eighteen, and Mrs. Browning was the eldest. 
My recollections.of the past are all connected with 
Hope End, Herefordshire.”

in 1884 or 188. We then expressed to 
him the opinion that the era of good feeling 
would not be complete and natural until there was 
a better understanding of each section on the part 
of the other, and that this understanding might be 
aided by sympathetic impersonations of the best 
types on both sides of Mason and h ie line. We 
instanced the great service done essing to the 
restoration of good feeling between German-speak- 
ing peoples, after the Prussian Saxon war a century 
ago, by presenting in his comedy of ‘Minna von 
Barnhelm’ the virtues of the North German in his 
hero and those of the South German in his heroine, 
thus allaying the prejudices of both sides. Mr. 
Page’s charming story was the outcome of his own 
eutire sympathy with his view, and it is doing its 
sbare in the patriotic work of reconciliation.”’

DURING THB LATE TROUBLE. 


Bill Thinks She Ought to be Paid for it—The 
Boom in His ‘“Settlement’’—A Chi- 
cago Man’s Liberal-ty. 


The Rev. Mr. Bradwell is a good man, a 
good citizen and a goad preacher. He is a 
colored man with a form and face that attracts 
aitention. He is the presiding elder, and was 
wll raised by a Savannah gentleman and has 
the manner: ofa gentleman. He is my neigh- 
bor, aud we like him, for he sets a good ex- 
auple to his race. Congress has just passed a 
bill to pay him nearly four thousand dvliars for 
four bales of cotton that Sherman’s bummers 
picked up andcarried away to keep for him 
and forgot to return, The Dill was passed 
unanimously,and we are glad of it. A thous- 
and dollars a bale isa right fair price for cot- 
ton. That claim was allowed because Mr. 
Bradwell is a colored man, and it shows the 
kindly feelings of the people both north and 
south to the colored race. Maybe this is the 
beginning of the great restoration. Maybe our 
white folks willcome next and get some of 
that surplus that is in the treasury. 

If they will pay us what they owe us and 
took from us with malice aforethought we 
won’t say a word more about the tariff nor in- 
ternal revenue. I-see there are a lot of claims 
being tiled from the south, and I wonder if the 
claimants were union men so called or ourZour 
members of congress just taking thei up pro- 
miscuous. If they are all from union men 
they are getting pretty numerous of late, and 
I rockon will get more thiékKer, more denser,’ 
as Cobe says, if congress is going to pay them. 
Mostallof the original secessionists are dead’ 
but “the union men are lively—quite lively 
Well, the fact is, we were all for union on fair 
principles. A few wanted to fight just for the 
fun of the thing, but not many. Most of us 
just wanted tosecede—to dissolve the partner- 
ship—ihat’s all. We never proposed to invade 
their territory nor interfere with the govern- 
ment at Washington. We never 
hankered after a fight, and we never believed 
there would be any. I hollered and shouted 
with the boys for secession, but when the fight- 
ing come cn I quit hollering and became as 
geutleas a sucking done. Mrs. Arp wanted to 
tight alittle, but I didn’t. Most everybody 
would have compromised but the women and 
the preachers, but we were in for it and had to 
fight or back down. We never invaded their 
territory and if they had let us alone we would 
have let them alone and so I don’t consider 
myself responsible and therefore they ought to 
tote fair and settle up. My wife lost a barrel 
of soap that we left in the smokehouse and she 
wants pay for it. It was good old-fashioned 
lye soap made in the dark of the moon. Gen- 
eral Vandiver occupied our horse and used up 
all that soap in six weeks. He must have 
been an awful dirty man. I wasent 
doing very much fighting then—I was run- 
ning—and that was our principle business for 
several months, just dodging sarounl with no 
rest for the soles of our feet. The foul invader 
kept us a trotting. I meta friendly yank the 
other day who was with Sherman perusing this 
beautiful country. A mutual friend introduced 
us, and asked him if he didn’t know Bill Arp. 
“Bill Arp,’ saidhe. “Bill Arp, the Roman 
runagee. Why, yes, of course. I never saw 
his face before, but h's back is quite familiar.” 
I met another one, the next day, who said he 
was up in the valley with General Banks, and 
monkeyd around Stonewall Jackson, until he 
eould run like a deer. He said that Banks 
was Jackson’s commissary, and the boys 
thought it was eleaper to feed old Stonewall 
than to fight him, and so they always 
fought a runnin’; and when _ their 
wounded men got to the hospital, the 
surgeons always turned them over face down- 
wards, to sec whereabouts in the back they 
were-shot. -*‘We were the backbone of. the 
ariny,’’ said he, ‘‘and always tell fighting with 
our feet to the foe and our face tothe ground. 
Stonewall Jackson was a spirit—a Joan of Are 
—and we never knew where he was, or when 
he was coming.’ 

I have been mixing up with a good many of 
our northern brethren of late, and I like them. 
If they are fair samples, we will take a car- 
load and make a contract for more. I believe 
they will pay Mrs. Arp for that barre] of soap, 
with compound interest.

“Tam here to greet two general assemblies 
of the Presbyterian church. One is called 
‘north’ and the other ‘south.’ The subject is 
too deep and intricate for me, but Icannot help 
wondering why this should be. These words, 
s0 far as they denote separation and estrange- 
ment, should be obsolete. In the councils cf 
the nation and in the business of the country 
they no longer mean reproach and antagonism. 
Even the soldiers who fought for the north and 
for the south are restored to fraternity and uni- 
ty. This fraternity and unity is taught and 
enjoined by our church. When shall she her- 
seif be united with all the added strength and 
usefulness that harmony and union insures ?’’

the Indiana men in opppsing the admin’stra- 
tion programme, and if this be done with gen- 
eral earnestuess, it may have the effect of 
causing Scott to abandon his present plan. 
Hie certainly has so far been cautions not to 
commit himself to Thurman or anybody.

OBJECTIONS TO THURMAN. 
The objection to Senator Thurman on ac- 
count of his age appears to be making head- 
way,and it is helped along by a story con- 
eerning his weaknesses, one of which is to the 
effect that he can’t get about without the help 
of a man servant, 
Nothing new has developed concerning the 
chairmanship and platform. It is agreed that 
it will reaffirm the tanff plans of 1884 and in- 
dorse ihe president’s message, but will proba- 
bly omit any reference te the Mill’s bill. 
Having little else'to talk about, the dele- 
gates now here are complaining of the arrange- 
ment of the convention hall. Of 3,300 seats in 
the galleries, itis claimed that fully a thou- 
sand are so situated that their occupants will 
be unable to see the delegates below. Chair- 
man Barnum and Senator Gorman inspected 
the hall today, and, on advice of an architect, 
suggested to the local committee that the seats 
in the galleries be put upon an incline, so that 
their occupants might have a view of the body 
of the hall. 1t then developed that the hall is 
to be used next week for the Saengerbund, and 
that the seats in the galleries must be placed 
on the level floor and be made temporary, so 
they can be taken out and small tables substi- 
tuted for the convenience of beer drinkers. 
There is much dissatisfaction. 

The arrangement in regard to press tables 
was al] overturned this afternoon, the national 
committee finally realizing that the arrange- 
mentof space tables, as made under direction 
of Mr. Canda, treasurer of the committee, and 
Mr. Dickinson, stenographer of the same body, 
were entirely unsuitable. There is also some 
criticism over the exalted position which 
Dickinson himself is to occupy in the conven- 
tion. Under the present plans he will be the 
central figure and the chairman will be back 
of him on alittle higher level. 

A CAUCUS TOMORROW. 

The Pacific coast delegates have consented 
to the proposition, originating with Maryland, 
to enter a caucus to be held tomorrow morning 
at eleven o’clock, for the purpose of unitingon 
a candidate for vice-president. Senator Gor- 
man, of Maryland, has been actively agitating 
the question since his arrival today, when he 
was made acquainted with the wishes of 
Judge Thurman regarding the nomination. 

The coast delegates met at four o’clock and 
agreed to discuss the expediency of com- 
bining their second choice on Dickinson, whose 
name is advanced as the choice of the admin- 
istration. No positive expression could be ob- 
tained this evening, as the temporary chair- 
manship has been in the minds of all delegates 
hailing from the Pacific slope. On this point 
they are more confident than ever of having 
their candidate selected. 

Senator Hearst, whose name has been freely 
canvassed for second place on the ticket, has 
not authorized the report that he was in the 
race and appears to have no anxiety on the 
score of a satisfactory selectidn that will unite 
the various confiictihg parties. 

Indiana is unwilling to combine, and that 
state will be solidfor Gray, as the delegates 
say they cannot hope for a successful cam- 
paign with Thurman on the ticket. The In- 
diana men organized this evening by electing 
a chairman and a secretary of the delegation. 
Simon P. Shwin, of Indianapolis, was elected 
national committeeman in place of A. H. 
Brown. Brown retired from the committee 
after eleven years’ service. There is talk of 
merging the committee on credentials and the 
committee on permanent Organization into 
one, although there is opposition to this plan 
from some of the New England and New York 
delegates. EK, W. B.

THE MINISTRY MAY RESIGN. 
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A Bill Which Was Signed But Afterwards 
Withdrawn—An Open Rup- 
ture Imminent.

_BERtIN, June 2.—No sooner has Emperor 
Frederick seemed assured of some prolonga- 
tion of his life than the influences hostile to 
Bismarck displayed renewed activity. The 
conflict between the liberal tendencies of the 
eimperor and the chancellor’s policy, which 
has betn latent from the outset of his reign, 
now threaten to end in open rupture. 
The emperor is still too feebie to be credited 
with the exércise of unbiased judgment. He 
is swayed by the opinion of the empress, who 
has resumed, in the comparative seclusion of 
Potsdam, the active domination she secured 
during the illness of the emperor at San 
Remo. 
Bismarck bad warning of the coming 
troubles last week in a communication from 
the emperor, blaming Minister Von Puttka- 
mer for abusing government influence at elec- 
tions. Von Puttkamer offered to resign. Bis- 
marck hastened to return from Varzin. In 
two prolonged interviews, he found the em- 
peror desirous of reconstructing the ministry, 
including household appointments. He also 
found him opposed to giving his assent to the 
quinquennial Jandtag bill. 
fter the first interview the empetor 
consulted. with Dr. Friedberg, minister 
of justice, who is now trasted by both himself 
and the empress. Under advice of Dr. Fried- 
berg the emperor signed the bill, at the same 
time advising Bismarck that he hoped 
this concession would be followed by 
reforms in the ministry. A letter of the em- 
“ror to Minister Von Puttkamer repeated 
iis complaint made to Bismarck. Von Putt- 
kamer has replied to the letter by detailing 
his administration of the interior department.

Today it transpired that Bismarck had 
been consulting his colleagues on the order of 
the emperor for the postponement of the pub- 
lication, It was repormed that the e nperor 
had gone so far’ as to cancel his signature. 
The report, however, is uneonfirmed, but min- 
isterial ci:cles fear the worst. The progres- 
sionists rejoice at the prospect of the advent 
of a liberal regime. 

The Tagbiatt, in an article on the «risis, de- 
clares that the people will hail gladly govern- 
ment by Hohenzoller, bat not by Puttkamer, 
nor even Bismarck, however gieat his genius. 
Besides Herr von Puttkamer, General von 
Schellendorf has offered to retire, exchanging 
the war oftice for the command of an army 
corps. The-crisis has not yet reached the cli- 
max of the resignation of the ministry, and 
until Bismarck has again consulted the em- 
peror the issue of a comtlict is doubtful, but the 
situation is grave enough to cause prcfound 
uneasiness.

Owing probably to anxiety, combined with 
yesterday’s fatigues, the emperor became 
worse today. His fever reappeared. The 
discharge of pus became copious, and the gen- 
eral exhaustion greater. Hle was able to go 
ent this afternoon, but this evening the doctors 
forbade his going.

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A DELICATE OPERATION, 

Amputation ef a Seven-Months' Old Baby's 
Leg. 

New Yorn, May 2:7-—H is but seldom that 
such a sad case as that of little Patsy Fiynn is 
seen. Perhaps no more delicate surgical oper 
ation was ever performed at the Chambers 
street hospital than thatdone recently by Dr. 
George Lb. Phelps on the little patient referred 
to. Patsy isan infant, aged seven months. | 
His mother isa poor widow who takes in wash- " 
ing to gctaliving for her five children and 
herself. She lives in a ram-shackel tenement 
honse,.No. 2062 Washington street, this city, 
and with her children oecupies. a single room 
onthe top fleor. During the great blizzard 
last winter she was witheut feod or fire, and 
little Paisy, her youngest child, 
had both his legs frost-bitten. 
After the weather moderated he was in great 
pain and his mother rubbed his legs with an 
extract, which, it seems, was the very worst 
thing she could haye done. The left leg broke 
out in sores and swelled terribly. .She finaill 
took tle child to the Chambers street hospital, 
where it was treated with varying success up 
to last week, when the limb turned black and 
mortification, preceeded by gangrene, set in. 
All arpes of saving the limb were now at an 
end. It must be amputated or the child would 
die of blood-poisoning. , 
Dr. lelps proceeded to operate without de- 
lay. Ether was administered with great care, 
and when the patient was under its influence 
a heavy rubber cord was passed around the 
thigh above the place of incision, to control 
bleeding. Wherever arteries passed beneath 
this cord they were still further secured by 
rolls of rubber passed under the cord.so as to 
compress them firmly. The catting was done 
with an amputating knife with a biade six 
nches long and as sharp asarazor. This Was 
made to enter the hip from the outside near 
the hip joint, and was thrust throngh the 
muscles, its point being made to emerge at the 
nner part of the leg just under the gro, thu s 
qranstixing the thigh. 
The parts overlaying the keen blade were 
then secured, making an anterlor flap. The 
capsule of the joint was opened, the thigh-bone 
pushed up forcibly so that it started from its 
socket, the knife passing behind it and the re- 
mainder of the joint capsule cut, and the ope- 
ration completed by carrying the knife through 
the muscles at the back of the thigh, thus 
making the posterior flap. 
The remainder of the operation was more 
tedious. All the large and small bleod ves- 
sels had to besecurely ligatured before the rub- 
ber cord was removed, and ali the bleeding 
points remaining when the latter was taken 
away had to. be controlled by packing hot 
sponges between the flaps. When the bleed- 
ing had stopped the flaps were brought togeth- 
erand sucured in place over the space from 
which the limb had been taken. 
The little patient’s condition wae so bed by 
this time that it was not thonght he could pos- 
sibly live. The heart was beating more and 
more feebly, and the expression of the face 
prognosed coming dissolution. There wasonly 
one chance to save the life, and avery smali 
chance it was. This was by transfasion. Salt 
and water at about the temperature of the body 
was uve, a large veinat the bend of the arm 
Was opened with a lancet, the solution was put 
into an irrigating jar havinga spout at the 
bottom, to which was fitted the tube and 
nozzle of a Davidson syringe; the nozzle was 
forced into the opened vein and the jar, con- 
taining the solution, was held so high above 
the arm that the tiuid ran in by force of gravity 
and was soon mixed with the blood in the 
great veins that pass directly into the right 
auricle of the heart. That organ now~havirg 
its supply of fluid increased commenced to bea 
more regularly, and when the transfusion’ was 
eompleted the pulse was excelent, the patient 
was ie athing calmlyand since then has bein 
doing wel. Hlefwas at death’s door, hiweve.:, 
and his escape was liltle short of miraculous.

THE AMENDMENTS MADE, 


Showing That the Mills Bill is Being Put 
Into Shape. 

WASHINGTON, June 2.—The following is an 
official statement of the amendments made by 
the democratic house caucus to the tariff bill 
during its last three meetings: 

Changes in the free list—Baggs of jute for 
grain added. Glue, gelatine and all siuiilar 
preparations; fish glue, or isinglass, and lico- 
ricé juice stricken out. Paris green and ni- 
trate of soda added. Bone black, ivory drop 
black, and bone char, china clay, or kaoline, 
dropped. Plums, prunes, figs, hatters’ furs, 
not on the skin, marble of all kinds, in block, 
rough or squared, plaster of paris, whcn ground 
or calcined, paintings and statuary, stricken 
out. ‘he duty on licorice paste or ro is is 
raised from four (in the bill) to five cents per 
pound; and licorice juice, which is taken from 
the free list, is put at 55 per cent. ad valorem. 
Kaoline, crude, $1 per ton; china clay, or ka- 
oline, wrought, $2 perton. The aboye were 
taken from the free list. 

The duty on green and colored glass bottles, 
vials, demijohns, pickle or preserve jars, and 
other plain, moulded or pressed, green or cob 
ored botile glass, not cut or painted, is raised 
from } of i cent to lcent per pound. Theduty 
on unpolished cylinder crown and common 
window glass larger than 16 by 24 inches, is 
increased from 14 to2 cents per pound. The 
old duty of $17 per ton is restored on slabs and 
billets of steel. A duty of 4-l00f a cent per 
pound is placed-on iron or steel with longitudi- 
nal ribs for the manufacture of fences. The 
old duty is restored upon wood screws. New 
type is reduced to 15 per cent ad valorem. 
Rice flour and rice meal is reduced from 20 to 
15 per cent ad valorem. The duty on bags and 
bagging for cotton, composed of flax, hemp, 
jute, gunny cloth, is changed from 15 per cent 
ad valorem (as in the bill) to 8 cents per pound. 
The duty on carpets is increased from 30 per 
cent (as in the bill) to 40 per cent ad valorem. 
Card clothing is increased from 15 to 20 cents 
per square yard. The duty on India rubber 
fabrics.. India rubber boots and shoes is re- 
stored to the present rate. Theduty on marbie 
of all kinds, in block, rough or squared, is 
placed at 40 cents per enbic foot.

Immigration Needed, 

ATLANA, Ga., May 29.—Hon. Evan P. 
Howell: Dear Sir: I read with pleasure your speech 
delivered at Cartersville on the condition of the 
country, its resources, ete. I am clearly satisfied 
that you are on the right line; your views as ex- 
pressed are correct, but you do not go quite far 
enough, You leave off one very important subject 
for the consideration of the south, and particularly 
the people of Georgia, as youstated. Our climate is 
not surpassed by apy other in the world, which is 
the first consideration in selecting a home. The 
good water that we have is another very important 
consideration, Our soil is equal to almost any other 
inthe land. Our minerals are unsurpassed by any 
other country that I have any knowledge of. All 
these We have, but unless we baye the labor to de- 
velop them, the country can never prosper as it 
should. What we want most and must haveis an 
increased population. Ourcountry is too sparsely 
settled, and unless we have sufficient labor to culti- 
vate the landsand develop the mines, there is no 
immediate prospects in the near future. 

I have given this subject of immigration a good 
deal of thought, and am satisfied it is ouronly hope, 

As I bave said before, we have everything else but 
sufticient labor. Theoild world is swarming with 
labor looking for an outlet, They are finding their 
way to America every year. I notice in the month 
of April there was landed in the United States 79, 
670 immigrants, being an increase of 6,500 overtle 
same month jast year. How many of that number 
camé to-Georgia, out of nearly one-half amiliion in 
the last twelve months’ I doubt if one thousand,yes, 

rhaps not five hundred. it may not be three hun- 
fred of that number came to Georgia. I have one 
of that number,an active German girl, whocan 
milk a cow and get a breakfast before you can say 
“Jack Roberson,’’ and every family in Atlanta 
could have them if the proper eflort was made. 

We have everything to induce them to come, but 
they are notaware of it. This is a fine field for an 
editor ora statesman. The man or men that in- 
augurates this system is the one that will do the 
most good thaf can possibly acerue from any 
one. Howthisis to be accomplished is the ques- 
tion. The co-operation of the southern states might 
accomplish something. My opinion is the legisia- 
ture of Georgia is the proper place to start this tide, 
appropriate the money and let the work commence.
